Except as oAervrise pmvided in these Articles, the ConKnation shall have all of ^ powers 

provided in the TNPCA. Moreover, the Corporation shall have a imp i pow s 

necessary and proper to cany out its express powers. 

No substantial part of the activities of this corporation shall consist of ““ 

propaganda, or otherwise attempring to influence legislation (except as otherwise ptoinded 
by Section 501(h) of the Internal Revenue Code), and this corporation shall not pamapate 
in. or intervene in (including the publishing or distribution of statements), any po tic 

campaign on behalf of, or in opposition to, any candidate for pubUc office. 

No pan of the net earnings of this Corporation shall inure to the benefit of. or be 

distributableto.itsdirectots.officers.employeesorotherprivatepeisons.exceptthat s 

corporation shall be authorized and empowered to pay reasonable compensanon or 
services rendered and to make payments and distributions in furtherance of the purposes set 

forth in these Articles. , . « . 

Notwithstanding any other provision of these Articles, this corporauon shatt not cr«y 
any other activities not permitted to be carried on (1) by a corporation exempt from fed-mal 
Income tax under Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code or (2) by a coition 
contributions to which are deductible under Section 170(cK2) of the Internal Revenue 

to^y taxable year in which this Coipmation is a private foundation as described in ^on 
S09(a) of the Internal Revenue Code, the corporation (1) shall distribute its inco™ or sau^ 
period at such time and manner as not to subject it to tax under Secno^4W2 of the 
Revenue Code; (2) shaU not engage in any act of setf-dealing as defmed in Section 494^^ 

of the Internal Revenue Code; (3) shall not retain any excess business holdings as defined 
in Section 4943(c) of the Internal Revenue Code; (4) shall not make any investments m 

Code; and (5) shaU not make any taxable expenditures as defined m Secuon 4945(d) of the 
Inlcmal Revenue Code.
